AT  THE 

THRESHOLD 


Not  only  was  Saint  Joseph's 
at  the  threshold  of  a  new 
decade,  but  the  world  was 
also  at  the  doors  of  change 

I  when  we  entered  the  1990s. 
Those  doors  flew  open  in 
November  of  1 989  when  the 
Berlin  Wall  was  no  longer  a 
barrier  between  East  and 
West  Berlin.  As  the  wall  was 
being  torn  down,  West  Ber¬ 
liners  waited  anxiously  to 
see  what  was  behind  it,  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  family 
they  had  not  seen  in  years. 
Saint  Joseph's  also  stood  at 
the  threshold  of  change.  For 
the  first  time  in  Saint  Joe's 
history  women  outnum¬ 


bered  men  524  to  468  in  the 
fall  semester. 

A  new  major  Human  Serv¬ 
ices  combined  the  applied 
skill  of  both  psychology  and 
sociology.  Two  other  pro¬ 
grams  changed  the  face  of 
the  campus  —  the  nursing 
program  and  the  computer 
network.  The  College  itself 
was  standing  at  the  thresh¬ 
old  its  Centennial  celebra¬ 
tion  in  1991. 

What  would  the  next  cen¬ 
tury  bring  SJC? 

Such  unknowns  were  what 
made  standing  at  the 
threshold  so  fascinating.

Student  revolt,  trash  campus 


Did  the  "unwritten  law”  —  Security 
turning  a  blind  eye  to  alcohol  at  dorm 
parties  —  mean  anything?  On  Nov.  4, 
the  answer  was  an  expensive  "No". 
Early  that  evening.  Security  broke  into 
the  hall's  bar,  confiscated  72-half  gal¬ 
lons  of  vodka  and  cancelled  the 
dorm's  annual  Toga  Party  just  as  it 
was  about  to  begin. 

The  hall  was  fined  $500  for  possession 
of  an  excessive  quantity  of  alcohol. 
Residents  were  also  charged  for  dorm 
damages  sustained  the  night  of  the 
party,  apparently  inflicted  by  frustrat¬ 
ed  would-be  party  goers. 

Elsewhere  on  campus,  windows  were 
broken,  tires  deflated,  trees  uprooted 
and  other  damages  were  reported. 

The  hall  was  "the  victim  of  an  unfair 
police  action,"  said  Noll  Freshman 
Leader  Brian  Specht.  "Everyone  re-

belling  was  unnecessary,  but  I  think 
Security  could  have  handled  the  sit¬ 
uation  better,"  said  senior  Tim  Stunda 
from  Gallagher. 


"Welcome  to  a  new  decade,  one  in 
which  the  unwritten  law  has  been  re¬ 
stated,"  said  Noll  Dorm  Governor  Lar¬ 
ry  Emanuel.  He  asserted  that,  custom¬ 
arily,  dorm  parties  went  on  without 
question  or  Security  involvement. 


"I  guess,  if  there  is  a  party,  there  must 
be  alcohol  present.  Therefore,  Security 
will  bust  it,"  Emanuel  said.  "What  oc¬ 
curred  at  Noll  was  not  only  wrong,  but 
it  typifies  the  lack  of  influence  students 
have,”  he  said. 


Following  the  Noll  Toga  bust,  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs  Office  directed  future 
dorm  parties  to  be  held  under  its  reg¬ 
istration  in  Halleck  Center  Ballroom.

Just  as  the  College  was  "At 
The  Threshold,"  the  Minority 
Student  Union  was  also  at 
the  doorway  of  some  major 
changes.

Her  fingers  moved  across 
the  keyboard  with  ease.  Al¬ 
though  she  was  packed  in 
the  Computer  Center,  elbow 
to  elbow  with  other  Pumas, 
she  still  concentrated  on  her 
Core  paper. 

"I  love  the  computer  net¬ 
work  because  it  is  so  easy  to 
use.  I  don't  have  to  type  and 
retype  every  time  I  make  a 
mistake,''  said  freshman 
Dawn  Cornelious.  Many 
students  used  the  computer 
network  for  papers,  but  the 
network  had  many  other 
programs  to  choose  from. 

Students  could  add 
graphics,  send  messages 
and  also  send  mail.  It  made 
turning  in  homework  a  lot 
easier.  Some  professors  just 
told  their  students  to  send 
assignments  to  them  on  the 
computer. 

The  computer  network  was 
created  at  Saint  Joseph's  in 
summer  1988.  It  was  partial¬ 
ly  funded  by  Lilly  Endow¬ 
ment  with  a  $500,000 
"Dream  of  Distinction" 


matching  grant.  According 
to  David  Chattin,  chairman 
of  the  Computer  Use  Com¬ 
mittee,  approximately  850 
students  were  logged  into 
the  network  during  fall  se¬ 
mester  1989.  Students  used 
Norton  Textra  Word  Proces¬ 
sor  most  often  out  of  the  12 
programs  available.  The 


spreadsheet  program  was 
used  mainly  by  the  business 
and  the  accounting  depart¬ 
ments. 

Personal  computers  made 
up  the  majority  of  the  60 
computers  accessible  to  the 
students.  Many  times  the 
three  computer  centers  — 


Science  219,  SLUPO  lab 
and  the  second  floor  of  the 
Administrative  Computer 
Center  —  were  packed  full 
with  students  rushing  to  get 
a  term  paper  or  project  fin¬ 
ished  in  time. 

The  system  changed  the 
campus  tremendously.  Stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  were 
more  productive  because 
the  computers  made  their 
work  easier  to  edit  and  dis¬ 
tribute  to  others. 

The  system  didn't  stop  there. 
By  fall  of  1989  the  first  floor 
of  Gallagher  and  Halas 
were  hooked  to  the  network 
as  were  faculty  offices  in 
Dwenger  Hall  and  Chapel 
Basement.  Future  plans 
called  for  network  connec¬ 
tions  to  other  dorms  and 
buildings. 

"Computers  are  a  part  of 
everything;  we  are  state  of 
the  art,"  said  Karen  Donnel¬ 
ly,  chairman  of  computer 
science  department.

Core.  Just  like  the  core  of  an 
apple  holds  it  together,  the 
Core  program  is  the  basis 
for  the  education  program 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College. 
This  year  marked  the  20th 
year  for  the  liberal  arts  pro¬ 
gram. 

After  extensive  debate,  fac¬ 
ulty  members  voted  to 
change  the  structure  of 
Core's  first  two  years.  Sev¬ 
enteenth  through  19th  cen¬ 
tury  studies  formerly  taught 
to  second  semester  sopho¬ 
mores  as  Core  4  were 
moved  to  the  second  fresh¬ 
men  semester  and  renamed 
Core  2.  The  faculty  decided 
to  change  the  program,  be¬ 
cause  Core  4,  titled  the 
Modern  World,  related  bet¬ 
ter  to  Core  1  material,  deal¬ 
ing  with  contemporary  sit¬ 


uations.  Sophomore  Jennifer 
Huebner  agreed  with  the 
change.  "Core  2  (The  Roots 
of  Western  Civlization)  and 
Core  3  (Christian  Impact  on 
Western  Civilization)  should 
be  taken  in  the  same  year, 
because  so  much  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  in  Core  3  requires  rec¬ 
ollection  of  things  that  were 
covered  in  Core  2." 

Core  1  novels  changed  to 
reflect  more  contemporary 
issues.  They  included  Ordi¬ 
nary  People,  I  know  Why 
the  Caged  Bird  Sings  and 
Growing  Up.  Core  I  stu¬ 
dents  read  excerpts  from 
Rereading  America  and 
Ain't  No  Making  It,  collec¬ 
tions  of  stories  about  life  in 
the  1980s.

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Nursing  Blends  Best  Of 

BOTH  WORLDS 


In  the  two  years  of  its  ex¬ 
istence,  the  Saint  Joseph's 
College  nursing  program 
enrollment  exploded  from 
23  students  to  the  155  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  fall  of  1989. 
These  numbers  were  en¬ 
couraging  at  a  time  when 
"many  hospitals,  especially 
those  in  large  cities,  are  un¬ 
derstaffed  by  10  to  20  per¬ 
cent  in  full  time  nurses," 
stated  Judi  Jezierski,  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  nursing 
and  chairman  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  Nursing  Department. 
"The  first  year  (of  the  pro¬ 
gram)  focuses  mainly  on  lib¬ 
eral  arts.  I  only  have  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  nursing  courses," 
explained  first-year  nursing 
student  Maria  Alvarez. 

In  their  second  and  third 
years,  students  attended  the 
St.  Elizabeth  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  in  Lafayette,  where  most 
of  the  nursing  classes  were 
held.  "The  thing  I  like 
about  St.  Elizabeth's  is  that 
the  classes  are  small  and 
you  get  to  know  your  in¬ 
structors  one-on-one,"  said 
Nanette  Julian,  third-year 
nursing  student.  Although 
Julian  felt  that  Saint  Joe's 
Core  Curriculum  had 
"really  enriched"  her  liberal 
arts  education,  she  also 
stated,  "Nursing  is  our  first 
priority,  and,  when  book  re¬ 
ports  and  lots  of  required 
reading  are  part  of  the  cur¬ 
riculum,  it  pulls  us  in  differ¬ 
ent  directions." 

After  their  third  year  at  St. 
Elizabeth,  students  took 
nursing  exams  and  re¬ 
ceived  their  licenses.  They

then  returned  to  Saint  Joe  for 
a  fourth  year  of  general 
studies,  which  enabled 
them  to  receive  a  bachelor's 
degree. 

According  to  Jezierski, 
nurses  who  have  both  a 
nursing  license  and  a  bach¬ 
elor's  degree  "are  more  de¬ 
sirable  at  the  management 
level.  They  also  receive  a 
higher  pay  scale."  Alvarez 


agreed,  stating  that,  "The 
bachelor's  degree  will  just 
make  it  that  much  easier  to 
find  a  job." 

The  cooperative  program 
attracted  a  variety  of  stu¬ 
dents.  It  was  estimated  by 
Jezierski  that  about  one  third 
were  straight  out  of  high 
school,  one  third  were  in 
their  20s,  and  one  third  were 
in  their  30s  and  40s.  Many  of 


the  older  students  attended 
St.  Elizabeth's  more  then 
twenty  years  ago.  They 
were  returning  to  school  to 
complete  their  bachelor's 
degrees.  Jezierski  said,  "The 
liberal  arts  program  at  Saint 
Joe  and  the  nursing  classes 
at  St.  Elizabeth  give  stu¬ 
dents  the  best  of  both 
worlds."

Computer  replaces  card  catalog 
as  library  goes 

ONLINE 


"What  is  a  card  catalog?" 
This  may  be  a  popular 
question  among  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  students  in  years  to 
come.  The  College's  library 
installed  eight  computer  ter¬ 
minals  in  1989,  which  en¬ 
abled  students  and  faculty 
to  peruse  among  100,000  ti¬ 
tles  of  books  and  audio¬ 
visual  materials  with  a  few 
strokes  of  the  keyboard.  "I'd 
rather  touch  a  few  keys  and 
(find  a  book)  in  half  the  time 
. . .  than  walk  all  over  the 
library  to  search  for  some¬ 
thing,"  said  senior  Tom  Gor- 
ski.  With  boot-up  discs,  fac¬ 
ulty  could  reach  the  library 
catalog  from  their  offices  via 
the  computer  network. 

There  were  15  different  cat¬ 
egories  to  choose  from 
when  searching  for  a  title, 
subject  or  author.  The  Col¬ 
lege  could  tap  into  other 
schools'  libraries  computer 


systems  to  see  if  needed  vol¬ 
umes  could  be  borrowed. 
Printers  on  the  online  sys¬ 
tem  enabled  users  to  print 
out  bibliographies  at  the 
touch  of  a  button. 

Best  of  all,  when  a  book  had 
been  checked  out  of  the  li¬ 
brary,  its  "unavailable"  sta¬ 
tus  instantly  registered  on 
the  screen. 

Lydia  Kennedy,  library  sys¬ 
tems  manager,  believed 
students  would  use  the  li¬ 
brary  more  often  because  of 
the  time  savings  realized  by 
the  online  system.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Kennedy,  finding  a 
book  title  by  computer 
would  take  only  two-thirds 
the  time  required  with  the 
obsolete  card  catalog. 

"It  is  really  a  time  saver.  I 
wish  they  would  have  had 
this  in  high  school,"  said 
freshman  Dave  Schneider.

Pumas  slam  dunk  Division 
leader  Kentucky  Wesleyan 


The  men's  basketball  team 
started  and  finished  in  fine 
fashion.  The  culmination  of 
the  season  on  March  2 
came  at  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 
The  Pumas  shocked  the  top- 
ranked  Division  II  team  in 
the  nation  —  an  eventual 
national  champion  —  Ken¬

To  top  that  off,  the  men

Lady  Pumas  set  winning  record 


SWISH! 


No  one  was  sure  what  to 
expect  from  the  Lady  Pumas 
this  year  because  three 
starters  graduated.  No  one 
expected  them  to  start  off 
the  season  with  24  straight 
victories.  Even  coach  Dave 
Smith  said,  "This  year  was 
supposed  to  be  a  rebuilding 
year."  The  team  did  get 
eight  newcomers  to  replace 
the  three  lost  starters. 

The  year  started  off  right 
when  the  Lady  Pumas  won 
the  Sixth  Annual  Dutch 
Country  Classic.  They  de¬ 
feated  Shippensburg  93-64 
and  Millersville  78-66  to  win 
the  classic.  Senior  Jeannette 
Yeoman  was  named  Most 
Valuable  Player  of  the  com¬ 
petition. 

The  year  continued  as  it  be¬ 
gan,  with  great  success.  The 
Lady  Pumas  won  their  sec¬ 
ond  straight  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  crown 
when  they  defeated  Ken¬ 
tucky  Wesleyan  99-94.  They 
finished  the  regular  season 


as  the  top-ranked  team  in 
the  Great  Lakes  Valley  re¬ 
gion  with  a  27-1  record.  In 
the  Great  Lake  Valley  Con¬ 
ference  they  ended  with  a 
17-1  record. 

The  Lady  Pumas  lost  to 
Oakland  89-86  in  the  title 
game  of  the  NCAA  Division 
II  quarterfinals  thus  ending 
the  season  with  a  28-2  rec¬ 
ord.  This  was  the  most  wins 
by  any  SJC  team  in  the 
school's  history.  The  team 
also  set  the  record  for  best 
winning  percentage  with 
.933. 

Individual  players  broke 
significant  school  records. 
Yeoman  set  the  all  time 
points  record  with  2, 280, as 
well  as  the  most  points  in  a 
single  game  with  51.  This 
also  broke  the  record  for  the 
GLVC. 

Jennifer  Radosevic  also  set 
new  SJC,  plus  GLVC  single¬ 
game  records,  with  22  as¬ 
sists.

Many  things  began  in  those 
four  years.  Many  things 
ended.  Some  things  adapt¬ 
ed,  and  some  just  stalled  on 
the  launch  pad. 

The  Little  500  format  was 
changed  from  a  four-hour  to 
a  two-hour  race.  Henry  Lee 
Summer  stopped  giving 
concerts  in  the  fieldhouse. 
The  idea  of  freshman  hous¬ 
ing  rose  and  fell  flat  within  a 
year. 

The  Prime  and  Gimix  com¬ 
puter  systems  were  re¬ 
placed  by  a  computer  net¬ 
work.  After  getting  over  our 
initial  fear  of  computers,  we 
sent  each  other  tons  of 
"e:mail"  and  cranked  out 
endless  resumes  on  the 
Macintosh.  Desktop  publish¬ 
ing  helped  rebuild  STUFF'S 
image  and  sparked  the  in¬ 
famous  underground  publi¬ 
cation,  Sand  Choses  Cow 
Ledge. 

Phase  was  not  printed  in 
1989,  while  the  marching 
band  was  reintroduced  af¬ 
ter  10  years'  absence.  The 
Black  Student  Union  be¬ 
came  the  Minority  Student 
Union. 

Kairos  Retreats  started,  giv¬ 
ing  emotional  and  spiritual 
enlightenment.  And,  the  old 
Wagon  Wheel  was  torn 
down  and  rebuilt,  offering  a 
bit  of  social  enlightenment.
